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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1^ September 2007 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicants argue that Dang et al (US 7.035,209 B2) do not teach the 
forcing of terminal equipment into a predetermined active data call connection 
state. The examiner respectfully disagrees with the argument. Dang et al may 
not have explicitly mentioned preventing a data link from going down by forcing 
the terminal equipment into a predetermined active data call connection state as 
the applicants state. However, the claim language/limitation used as recited in 
claim 1 that "...maintain terminal equipment into a predetermined active data call 
connection state and to prevent interruption of said active data link between said 
ISDN Access Node and said terminal equipment," which reads on and is being 
interpreted as maintaining the terminal equipment active bv preventing an 
interruption in the active data link or in order to maintain terminal equipment 
activity, active data link cannot be interrupted apd therefore, the data linl< 
requires failsafe means to remain active. 

Dang et al clearly teaches the concept of a control network automatic 
creation (CNAC) process for automaticallv maintaining , and therefore maintain 
activity, control of the network (such as between nodes wherein one is interpreted as 
a terminal equipment) despite failures, by switching between "sub-links {14 & 16)" 
within one active data link set (fig. 1 link set 14&16) in column 8 lines 65-67 
through column 9 lines 1-3 (further citations: col. 4 In. 5-12). 

In addition, Dang et al clearly disclose the link set (e.g. 14 or 16) is of data 
and control link (column 3 lines 46-47). 

Therefore, in view of the above clarifications, the final rejection is 
respectfully maintained by the examiner. 
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
